ACHIMENES j t 


Charming summer-flowering bulbs for pots in house or greenhouse or in the open where 
light shade and plenty of moisture can be provided. They respond perfectly to the same 
treatment given Tuberous Begonias. Sometimes known as “Cupid’s Bower,” the newer 
hybrids are greatly improved in size and color range. Five to ten of the tiny, scaly tubers 
may be planted in a 4- or 5-inch pot. They multiply rapidly. Water sparingly at first and 
eee when they reach a height of 6 inches to induce branching. Ultimate height is 12 
inches. 
AMBROISE VERSCHAFFELT. Beautifully veined violet-blue on white ground. A very 
choice variety.

For an excellent discussion of Alstroemerias and their culture, you must read the article 
by John L. Russell, in the October, 1947, issue of the FLOWER GROWER. Mr. Russell 
feels as we do, that these lovely flowers of wide color range and excellent cut flower quali- 
ties have been sadly overlooked by eastern gardeners and nurserymen as a valuable ad- 
dition to the summer flower garden. (they are extensively grown along the west coast under 
the name of “Peruvian Lily,” primarily as a commercial cut-flower) When well established 
the rich clusters of numerous blooms borne on 2 to 4 foot stems are indeed most striking. 
By mulching heavily after the ground is frozen Alstroemeria aurantiaca and its varieties 
has proven reliably hardy in the north, and there will possibly be others as further experi- 
mentation is carried on. However, all varieties may easily be grown outdoors in the north 
by handling them like Gladiolus. Flowers will not be as numerous by this method, but the 
plant still remains as a fine addition to the summer garden. Plant in a sunny location, in 
deep rich soil, and provide an abundance of moisture. A moderate planting will provide 
ay cut flowers of lasting quality all through the summer.

Gloxinias are natives of Brazil with richly colored, velvety, bell-shaped flowers often 
marbled or spotted with darker shades. Not the least of their beauty is in the large downy, 
conspicuously veined leaves. The tubers should be started the same as Tuberous Begonias 
but are best used as house plants only, to insure careful watering as wetting the leaves 
causes spotting. After they have finished blooming and the leaves have matured, water is 
gradually withheld so the tubers may ripen after which they are stored in sand in a tem- 
perature of 45 degrees.

TIGRIDIA PAVONIA * 


In the ancient gardens of Mexico the gay Tigridias were grown not only fox their beans; 
but for their definite food value. Few more brilliantly colored flowers are to be found in the 
Iris family than these ‘Shell Flowers,”’ undoubtedly named for the iridescent beauty of the 
large, bizarrely formed blossoms.
